A total of 29,000 persons move 
across Golden G ate Bridge 
into 
San Francisco daily, and only 5,797 
of them , 20 per cent, travel by bus, 
the Bay Area T ransit Commission 
was told yesterday 


The figures were part of a pro­ 
gress report of 
the

firm of Parsons, Brinkerhoff, Hall 
and MacDonald, which is m aking 
a study of rapid transit for the 
commission. 


The M arin percentage of transit 
riders was higher th an any other 
“gatew ay”

traffic from the peninsula. There, 
only seven per cent use the buses, 
but 17 per cent use trains and 76 


per cent travel in their own auto­ 
mobiles ,or taxis. 


USE OF CARS 
In the East Bay, persons headed 
into the m etropolitan area travel 
almost exclusively in their 
cars. 
Entering from south of Sari Lean­ 
dro, for example, 97 per cent travel 
in autos. 


Total influx into the area daily 
is approximately 246,000 persons. 
Of this total 87 per cent use cars 
and 13 per cent transit systems.

Two years ago on a warm Au­ 
gust day in Boise, Idaho, Gen. 
Eisenhower, 
the 
R e p u blican 
nominee for President, spoke to 
19,000 people from the steps of 
the Capitol. He told the crowd 
that his philosophy of govern­ 
ment was a middle-of-the-road 
philosophy. 
As I read this speech the next 
morning, I thought that this is 
a 
philosophy 
of 
aovernment 
which 
almost 
every 
American 
can accept. 
In recent months, I have been 
a>ked time and time again two 
questions: 
what specifically 
is 
the 
President's 
middle-of-th°- 
road philosophy with respect to 
hum an welfare? W hat does this 
philosophy mean to the well-be­ 
ing of Americans? 


THE KEYSTONE of the Pres­ 
ident's phiosophy is a recogni­ 
tion of the basic struggle of m an­ 
kind for individual freedom and 
for a better way of life. 
Our government was founded 
upon these principles of freedom 
and dignity for the individual, 
promotion of the general welfare, 
and protection of certain inali­ 
enable, personal rights. And the 
great leaders of 
our 
country, 
down through the years, have 
bolstered 
these 
principles 
and 
carried them forward with the 
chg/iging times. 


Abraham Lincoln said: "The 
object of government is to do for 
the people what needs to be 
done, but which they cannot by 
individual effort do at all, or do 
so well.” 


AS A NATION, therefore, we 
are concerned with people and 
hum an problems. People who live 
in cities, small towns, and rural 
areas—people who work in fac­ 
tories, gas stations, lumber mills, 
grocery stores, hospitals, offices, 
and on farms. 
As a nation, we are concerned, 
too, with how we 
can 
improve 
schools for our children, how we 
can 
secure 
adequate 
medical 
care, and how' we can establish 
for ourselves economic security 
in old age. 
This is the framework for the 
President's 
philosophy. 
N ow , 
w hat specifically Is his middle-of- 
the-road 
philosophy 
with res­ 
pect to people? 


FIRST, TIIF PRESIDENT be­ 
lieves that 
government 
should 
help people help themselves. But 
personal initiative and individual 
responsibility—the muscles and 
sinews of American strength — 
must be guarded and reinforced. 
Second, the middle-of-the-road 
philosophy follows a course be­ 
tween two extremes. It rejects the 
extreme Left, which seeks to do 
everything for people. This ap­ 
proach destroys individual free­ 
dom and resourcefulness, brings 
on spiraling government expendi­ 
tures, 
and 
requires 
excessive 
taxes. At the 
same 
time, the 
middle-way rejects the extreme 
Right, which refuses to accept 
changes in our social and eco­ 
nomic life, and still believes that 
man. regardless of his condition 
of employment, state of health, 
or age, should always take care 
of himself. This approach would 
turn back the clock, indiscrim­ 
inately, at the expense of h u ­ 
man welfare. 
Third, this philosophy is built 
on a code of fair play for all 
Americans. It means that every­ 
one is treated 
alike—that

group or geographical area is

centers. 
In ­ 
creased consumption sparks in­ 
dustrial expansion — and c o n - 
•truction.

ture economic security for them ­ 
selves and their families. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s social security 
program will enable ten million 
more people to participate in a 
better and a stronger social se­ 
curity program. 
Approximately 250.000 Ameri­ 
cans become physically disabled 
each year. The total number of 
disabled people in the country 
is now about 2,000,000. To help 
these unfortunate persons, the 
President’s expanded rehabilita­ 
tion program would more than 
triple, in five years, the present 
number of disabled persons re­ 
stored each year to useful, pro­ 
ductive lives.

March, an advisory committee 
was appointed to look into the 
activities of the State Purchas­ 
ing 
Division, 
following 
com­ 
plaints made by business con­ 
cerns which have goods to sell 
to the state. 
Now the committee, composed 
of C. V. Lane of the Standard 
Oil Co.; F. E. Baxter of the P a ­ 
cific Gas <fc Electric Co.; R. C. 
Frey of the Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph Co.; C. W. Horn- 
back. Contra Costa County, and 
T. C. Russell, Oity of Oakland; 
comes up with the report that it 
"does not find any evidences of 
mismanagement, favoritism, vi­ 
olation of law, or improper limi­ 
tation of bidder lists,” as had 
been charged. 


HOWEVER, the committee did 
come up with the recommenda­ 
tion that there be "increased su­ 
pervisory emphasis 011 tact, cour­ 
tesy. and diplomacy on the part 
of purchasing personnel.” 
Lack of a public policy state­ 
ment on purchasing was noted by 
the committee, which also sug­ 
gested 
"improvement 
in 
the 
physical facilities” of the pur­ 
chasing division. 
Apparently, 
the 
committee's 
findings 
and 
recommendations 
were based largely on a study of 
the State Division of Purchases 
made by the Department of Fi­ 
nance itself. The Division of P ur­ 
chases happens to be a part of 
the Department of Finance. 


THIS STUDY, called a "Re­ 
view of State Purchasing Poli­ 
cies,” 
was 
signed 
by 
Marvin 
Blanchard, supervising 
adm in­ 
istrative analyst and P. H. Fazel, 
chief administrative analyst, and 
approved by T. H. Mugford, chief 
of the department's division of 
budgets and accounts. 
A summary 
of 
the 
21-page 
“review” notes: 


“Careful review of the facts 


surrounding each complaint in­ 
dicates th at the purchasing di­ 
vision is dong a good job of buy­ 
ing for the state.” 


However, the review notes fur­ 
ther, "it is not doing such a good 
job of explaining its policies and 
practices either to vendors or to 
state employees and agencies.” 


THE 
ORIGINAL 
complaints 
against the purchasing division 
were that low' bids were not be­ 
ing accepted; favoritism was be­ 
ing shown; purchasing laws were 
being disregarded; the division 
failed to take into account the 
five per cent differential on bids 
granted California firms; ven­ 
dors failed to receive bid invi­ 
tations; state agencies were not 
informed as to purchasing activi­ 
ties; an advisory committee was 
incompetent and had damaged 
product 
reputation 
and 
that 
there was general mismanage­ 
ment of the purchasing functions. 


T hat state purchasing is b:g 
business is indicated by the fact 
th at California has more than 
doubled its expenditures on all 
types of purchases in eight years. 
In 1946, the total approximated 
$33 million dollars, while in 1954, 
it is expected to surpass $70 mil­ 
lion. 


OBVIOUSLY dealings in this 
amount of money, in which some 
hundreds 
of 
private 
business 
firms are involved, 
cannot 
be 
conducted 
without some 
com­ 
plaints along the line. On the 
other hand, there appears to be 
little reason why the public re­ 
lations attitude of the purchas­ 
ing division should be subject to 
criticism even from within its 
own department. 


Eventually, 
perhaps, 
govern­ 
m ent officials may wake up 
o 
the fact that investigating them ­ 
selves with their own people is 
something akin to having the 
tail wag the dog. 


NOT ALL HAPPINESS 
Soviet, Red China Pact 


Hints At Strains

The Moscow announcement of 
a new agreement with Red Chi­ 
na is an event of great signifi­ 
cance. Among other things, it 
hints at the existence of strains 
in Moscow-Peiping relations and 
efforts to ease them. 


Since 
the Russians are no­ 
toriously unwilling to get out of 
any place once they have a foot 
in the door, the announcement 
that they are leaving Port Ar­ 
thur by next June can only be 
viewed with suspicion. Perhaps 
the Red Chinese politely insisted 
on the departure. 


BUT THERE WAS compensa­ 
tion for this, from the Soviet 
viewpoint. The communique an ­ 
nounced that a railway will be 
constructed from Alma Ata, capi­ 
tal of Soviet Kazakhstan near 
the China frontier, through re­ 
mote Sinkiang and Ulan Bator, 
the capital of Outec Mongolia. 


Both Sinkiang and Mongolia 
appear to have figured largely 
in strains between Moscow and 
Peiping. It seemed highly signif­ 
icant that Chinese Premier Chou 
En-lai. on his way home from 
the Geneva conference, chose to 
stop off at Ulan Bator. 


OUTER MONGOLIA once was 
Chinese territory. Russians infil­ 
trated for many years under both 
czars and commissars. The So­ 
viets caused it to 
secede 
from 
Chinese rule. First Nationalist 
and then Red China were forced 
to recognize the permanent sep­ 
aration of Outer Mongolia from 
China. But the Chinese never 
last interest in the 
area, 
now- 
designed a "people's republic” by 
the Russians. 


It Is also likely the Chinese 
are not overly happy about grad­ 
ual Soviet domination in China’s 
Sinkiang 
province, 
which 
the 
Russians have been draining eco­ 
nomically for some time. It is a 


rirh area, twice the size of Texas, 
with many natural resources, in­ 
cluding uranium. 


The Russians apparently want 
to continue exploiting both tha^e 
rich areas. To placate the Chinese 
they agree "to get out of Port 
Arthur; «2» to increase the num ­ 
ber of heavy industrial projects 
they are helping the Chinese to 
build from 141 to 156,, and (3) to 
extend a long-term credit of 130 
million dollars. 


THE SOVIET UNION also will 
transfer its share in joint Rus- 
sian-Chinese companies to Pei­ 
ping, but this is no giveaway, 
any more than 
the 
economic 
help is. Both are paid 
for 
by 
what 
the 
communique 
calls 
“items of 
usual 
export” 
from 
China. T hat means more export 
of what the Chinese can least 
afford—food. 


The new treaty shows that the 
Moscow-Peiping axis still us ui 
working order, because it is to 
the benefit of both sides. But in 
the background are the words 
spoken there in a speech by Pre­ 
mier Chou En-lai, bringing home 
to his distinguished Soviet visi­ 
tors th at Red China sets great 
store by her territorial integrity 
and sovereignty. 


FOR THE BENEFIT of the 
visitors, he repeated many of the 
things he said 
when 
he 
was 
touring south and southeast Asia 
after Geneva, spreading the doc­ 
trine of “Asia for the Asians” 
and indicating he did not exactly 
consider Muscovites as Asians. 


The new' treaty 
shows 
that 
things are still pretty much of 
a. matter of hard and watchful 
bargaining between the two big 
Communist allies. 
It 
gives 
a 
broad hint that there are more 
strains between the two than ap­ 
pear on a surface overlaid with 
tremendous 
propaganda 
about 
their "unbreakable friendship.”

In trying to discover why people 
used their cars ra th e r th a n tr a n ­ 
sit, the study found two intangible 
but im p ortan t psychological fac­ 
tors, cost and time.

In 1941 
he was a member of the Assem­ 
bly Ways and Means Committee 
which reviews all financial pro­ 
ceedings including all items of 
budgets, and in 1953 wras chair­ 
man of the committee for judicial 
salaries and a member of the ju ­ 
diciary committee. C a l i f o r n i a 
newspapermen in 1952 voted Col­ 
lins the outstanding assemblyman, 
calling him “able, competent and 
fearless” 


HOT BATTLE 
Discussion became heated when 
Werchick accused the present con­ 
troller of representing oil com­ 
panies. 
Williamson answered, “Kirkwood 
can spend the money only as pre­ 
scribed by the legislators.” 
Werchick also charged that the 
present 
administration 
proposes 
to dip into the tidelands oil royal­ 
ties while Collins proposes the 
money be set aside for future 
parks and recreational and edu­ 
cational centers. 
Williamson countered that Col­ 
lins voted against the proposal of 
the tidelands for the state. 
Other questions that generated 
heat were: “Was Mr. George Col­ 
lins the only assemblyman in Sac­ 
ramento to vote to allow subver­ 
sive organizations full use of our 
public school facilities?”

votes as he feels is right and dis­ 
regards political climate.
